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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This communication is in response to Applicant's communications filed on February 2, 
2006 and April 12, 2006. Amendments to claims 1, 4, 11-13, 68, 75-77, 84, 90, and 96-98, 
cancellation of claims 10, 14, 73, 74, 78, and 99 addition of new claims 111-114 have been 
entered. Claims 1-8, 1 1-13, 15-25, 68-72, 75-77, 79-98 and 100-1 14 are pending in this 
application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

3. The prior art of record (Eder US Patent 6,321,205 Bl in view of the Hosios Reference) 
teaches a method for analyzing a capital investment in medical resources for a medical 
facility, including the steps of providing to a client access to an investment analysis 
system; providing to the client a form for transmitting client data to the investment 
analysis system; receiving from the client medical procedure statistics projected to be 
changed by implementing a desired capital investment in medical resources for a medical 
facility; analyzing the client data with the investment analysis system, wherein the client 
data comprises financial data relating to the desired capital investment; generating an 
investment analysis report of the desired capital investment, wherein the investment 
analysis report is tailored to the client data; and transmitting the investment analysis 
report to the client. 

Even though, the prior art of record teaches the above mentioned steps, the prior art of 
record fails to teach a method for analyzing a capital investment in medical resources for a 
medical facility, including the steps of receiving at least one of: projected statistics for a 
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new medical procedure generated by the desired capital investment, projected statistics 
for a lost medical procedure from implementing the desired capital investment, a 
projected mix of payor types for at least one medical procedure, the payor types 
comprising inpatients and outpatients at the medical facility, or a combination thereof. 
For these reasons claims 1, 68, 84 and 90 are deemed to be allowable over the prior art of record, 
and claims 2-8, 11-13, 15-25, 69-72, 75-77, 79-83, 85-89, 91-98 and 100-114 are allowed by 
dependency.
